Each plant description contains 
comprehensive information, including geograph- 
ic distribution, along with characteristics of the 
fruit and its harvest and use. Descriptions of the 
plants habit and cultivation requirements are 
also covered. | 

This book is well illustrated, with over 170 
photos and 160 illustrations, along with easy to 
understand graphics that denote geographical 
ranges and a rating scale for characteristics such 
as ease of care, quality of fruit, landscape value, 
cold, wind, and salt tolerance, making this a 
great guide to the many varieties of fruiting 
plants that are available to those who live in 
Florida. While the book is written for Florida 
growers, those living in California and the Gulf 
states may also find this book useful.

The book also includes a brief chapter that 
covers the basics on diseases, pests and nutri- 
tion, along with proper planting techniques. 
There are a few taxonomic issues. Some plants 
are referred to by genus with the species only 
identified as spp. This seems to only have been 
used were there were multiple subspecies or hy- 
brids to choose from. It would be up to the in- 


dividual to research further to find the cultivar 


with the qualities that they desire.
